Subject. —Import of Dates (5. No. 21 (b)/IV) from Iraq during 1976-77 licensing period 
on annual basis. 

No. 108-JTC(PN)/76. —It has been decided to grant licences for import of Dates from 
Iraq to the Established Importers, having past import of Dates from that country by 
Sailing Vessels/Steamers etc., within the prescribed basic years, on the following basis:—

and Rs. 5 lakhs. 

(lii) Established Importershaving past imports of 60% subjeetto a mi r.i mum o f Rs, 4 ■ 7 5 lakh s 

Dates from Iraq between Rs. 5,00,001/- 
and Rs. 15 lakhs. 

(1,0 E.ti'sUshclImootters having past importsof 50%subject to a mimmum of Rs. 9 lakhs 
Dates from Iraq of over Rs. 15 lakhs.

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2. The basic period for all Established Importers of Dates from Iraq will be from 
1956-57 to 1970-71. For importers detailed in item (i) to (iv) of the Anncxure I to this 
Public Notice, the basic period will be as mentioned under each item. 

3. The Established importers should submit their applications to the Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, C.G.O. Building, New Marino Lines, Churchgate, Bombay, 
Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 4, Esplanade East, Calcutta, Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, 1st Line Beach, Madras, Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, Central Licensing Area, Indraprastha Bhawan, New Delhi, Deputy 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, T. D. Road, Ernakulam-1, (according to the 
jurisdiction under which they fall) on or before thp 30th November, 1976. No past import 
documents are required to be produced, provided such documents were produced in the 
past and were accepted in the past by the licensing authority concerned for issue of licences 
for import of Dates from Iraq. However, the established importers should quote the 
number and date of licences obtained by them in the preceding two periods. The estab¬ 
lished importers, applying for the first timo for grant of licences for import of Dates from 
Iraq according to the current policy, should submit unimpeachable documentary evidence 
of past import of Dates from Iraq within the prescribed basic years i.e. 1956-57 to 1970-71. 

4. Importers who are eligible in terms of Annexure I to this Public Notice will also 
be granted licences to the extent of Rs. 17,000/- each (Rupees seventeen thousand only) 
for import of Dates from Iraq, irrespective of their past imports subject to the provision 
contained in Paragraph 45(2) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Pro¬ 
cedure, 1976-77 with regard to division of quotas. They may submit their applications 
for import of Dates from Iraq for 1976-77 period to Joint Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Central Licensing Area, Indraprastha Bhawan, New Delhi, on or before the 30th 
November, 1976, in the usual form and manner, complete in all respects. 

5. In addition to the importers mentioned in Paragraphs 1 and 4 above, Cooperative 
Societies of pre-independence freedom fighters, which were registered prior to 31-3-1973, 
will also be granted licences for import of Dates from Iraq, subject to the provision con¬ 
tained in Paragraph 6 below. Presidents of such Societies will be required to produce an 
affidavit to the effect that all the members of the Society are bona fide freedom fighters 
of pre-independence era. These societies should submit their applications to the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Central Licensing Area, Indraprastha 
Bhawan, New Delhi, on or before the 30th November, 1976, in the usual form and man¬ 
ner, complete In all respects. 

6 . It may be noted that no double benefit will be given and the applicants should submit 
one application only either in terms of Paragraphs 1 to 3 or in terms of Paragraph 4 or 
Paragraph 5 and they should clearly mention in their applications that they have applied 
in one capacity only and not under both. In the case of Cooperative Societies covered by 
paras 4 and 5 above, a certificate to the effect that no member of the Society has applied 
for an import licence in his individual capacity or is the owner, proprietor, partner or 
share-holder in any body corporate, which has applied for an import licence under this 
Public Notice, should be produced. 

7. All applicants should furnish alongwith their applications detailed information 
regarding the manner of import *and disposal of Dates imported against the licences obtain¬ 
ed during the last period namely 1975-76 in the proforma as at Annexure XII of this 
Public Notice. 

8 . Licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid for imports of Dates 
from Traq, subject to the condition that not less than 60% of the face value of the licence 
shall have to be utilised for import of Dates from Iraq by Sailing Vessels only and the 
balance by Steamers etc. 

9. All late/incomplete applications ar e liable to be rejected. 

10 The licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 31st 
August, 1977, from the date of issue and no further extension in the validity period of 
the licences will be granted, 

11 It may be noted that the minimum value of import licences for Dates from Traq 
during 1976-77 will be Rs. 17.000/- (Rupees seventeen thousand only) subject to the pro¬ 
visions contained in Para 45(2) of the T.T.C. Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1975-76, 
with regard to division of quotas. 
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12. The provisions of paragraphs 115 and 116 of Section I of the Import Trade Con¬ 
trol Policy Book (Vol. I) for the period April 1976—March 1977* regarding to minimum and 
maximum value of licences will not apply to the licences issued in terms of this Public 
Notice. However, the provisions of paragraph 117 of Section I of T.T.C. Policy Book 
(Vol, I) for the period April 1976—March 1977 will be applicable in the cases involving 
TQR/DQR. 

13. The last date for issue of licences in terms of this Public Notice will be 30th June, 
1977.
